Government hereby approves the Morinugao Port Trust Employees'

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 28 of the Major Port 
Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the Board of Trustees of the Port of 
Mormugao hereby makes the following Regulations further to amend the 
Mormugao Port Employees (Grant of advances for purchase of 
Conveyances) Regulations, 1969 viz.; 

1.(i) These Regulations may be called the Mormugao Port Employees 
(Grant of advances for purchase of Conveyances) (Amendment) 
Regulations,2001. 

(ii) They shall come into force with effect from the date on which the 
Centra' Government’s approval to these Regulations has been published 
in the Gazette of India. 


2. In Regulation 4. renumber the existing NOT^ below Clause (c) as 
NOTE-1 end insert the following as NOTE-2: 

"NQTE-2 : Non-Practicing Allowance sanctioned to medical posts may be 
treated as part of pay for the said purpose.”

Twenty months’ basic pay, subject to a maximum of Rs. 2.50

Twenty months’ basic pay, subject to a maximum of Rs. 1.80 
lakhs or the actual cost of the car to be certified by a notified 
assessor, whichever is lower.” 

(c) Substitute the words “paid by the employee" occurring between 
the words “motor car" and “is less” at the end of the sub-clause (ii) 
vi/ith the words: "purchased by the officer”. 

6. In Regulation 27 : 

(i) Insert the word “the” between the words ‘'apply” and “proceeds” in 
NOTE-2. 

(ii) Delete the following words occurring in NOTE- (2) below it: 

“ the sale proceeds must be applied, so far as may be necessary, 
towards repayment of such outstanding balance” and replace with 
the following words: 

“ the entire amount of outstanding advance together with interest 
thereon shall be repaid immediately after the car is sold."

" (ii) On the second or subsequent occasion, the quantum oi 
advance that may be granted for the purchase of scooter/ motor¬ 
cycle/moped shall be eight months’ basic pay, subject to a 
maximum of Rs. 24,000/- (Rupees Twenty four thousand only) or 
80% of the actual cost of the scooter/motor cycle/moped, 
whichever is lower.”

applicable to motor car advance recoverable in not more than 100 
instalments. However, a Class 111 & IV employee, drawing a basic pay 
of Rs. 4600/- and above will be granted an advance upto 10 months’ 
basic pay or Rs. 80,000/- or the actual cost of the computer, whichever 
is the least, for the purchase of a Personal Computer. Interest rate will 
be the same as in the case of officers. Recovery will be in a maximum 
of 100 instalments."
